THE BRITISH POSITION. 

The Allied Supreme Council met at 
Downing street on Satarday afternoon. The 
following official communiqué was issued shortly 
after eight o'clock on Saturday evening :'—

THE NEW PROCLAMATION, 


The Proclamation of Emergency issued by the 
King on March 3ist, under the Emergency 
Powers Act, expired on Saturday, and a new 
proclamation has therefore been issued. The 
only substantial difference from the previous 
proclamation is that the former spoke of “ the 
womediate threet of cessation of work in the 
coal mines," while the new proclamation speaks 
of “the continued cessation of work.” The 
emergency regulations made on April Ist also 
expired on Baturda, and the new regulations 
were passe] at Sai: y's Privy Council. These 
re-enact all the provimons of the regulations of 


the Ist April, and also contain some new powers, 


if the necessity should beeome urgent.
